REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-23 remain in the application. Of these, claims 1-19 stand rejected, 
and claims 20-23 stand allowed. 

1 . Objection to Specification 

Paragraph [0022] of the specification stands objected to in that the 
information for the referenced patent application needs to be updated. 

The necessary amendment has been made, without the addition of new 
matter. 

2. Rejection of Claims 1-19 Under 35 U.S.C. 101 

Claims 1-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Applicant disagrees. For example, and with respect to 
claim 1, Applicant submits that "a method for optimizing a list of waveforms that 
are to be driven to or received from a pin of a device under test' must 
inherently be performed by a computer, as there is no way to drive a paper list of 
waveforms to a pin of a device under test. However, Applicant has further 
amended claim 1 to recite 1) that the method is "computer-implemented", 2) that 
each list of non-interleaved waveforms is optimized "for a different one of a 
plurality of waveform memories, each waveform memory of which is associated 
with the pin of the device under test", and 3) that the waveforms of the optimized 
lists are output "in a computer-readable form suitable for programming the 
plurality of waveform memories". Similar amendments have been made to claim 
15. As a result, claims 1 and 15, and all of the claims that depend from these 
claims, are believed to be clearly directed to statutory subject matter. 
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Support for the amendments to claims 1 and 15 is found, at least, in 
paragraphs [0020] and [0026]. 



3. Allowance of Claims 20-23 
Applicant acknowledges the Examiner's allowance of claims 20-23 



4. Conclusion
